OTHER SIDE CONFIDENT. 


Policy Holders’ Committee Says 
It Has Won in Both Tick- 
ets, but by Reduced 
Figures. 


New York, Dec. 18.—[Special)—The elec- 
tion for trustees of two of the largest mutual 
life insurance in the world—the 
New York and the Mutual—is over, and the 
indications are that the administration tick- 
eta have been victorious over those of the 
policy holders’ associations. 

The claims made by the officials of the 
two companies are extravagant, it being 
‘claimed by the New York Life that its ad- 
ministration ticket plurality is over 100,- 
000, while the Mutual officials say they have 
@ margin of over 150,000. 

The men of the international policy holders’ 
committee, which led the policy holders’ fight 
against the nominees of the two companies, 
also claim victory, and put forward figures 
that are deserving of consideration. 
on mecings vote will not be known for 

6, however, and the figuring that is 
Gone tonight is pure guess work on all sides. 


440,000 Votes in'New York Life. 
The most éareful sort of figuring tonight by 
both sides shows about 440,000 votes and 


proxies cast in the New York Life’s election. . 


Tt ig known absolutely that 192,000 of these 
are votes that were sent to the home office 
of the ogmpany, This, incidentally, is an un- 
certain vote. Officials of the company assert 
that from 80 to 90 per cent of these are in 
favor of the administration ticket. The in 
ternational policy holders’ committee says 
that on good information ebtained by means 
of a postal card canvass of the votes sent 
direct to the company they are sure at ceast 
of 40 per cent of this vote. If they are right 
the policy holders have won by a vote of be- 
tween 7,000 and 12,000. 

Over 127,000 ballots were sent to the office 
of the committee and today were forwarded 
to the polling place in large wooden boxes. 
The committee also delivered 7,000 proxies, 
and the proxies sent tn by the administration 
amounted to 114,000. °- 

On the assumption that between-80 and 90 
per cent of the ballots addressed. to the main 
office favored the administration candidates, 
the New York Life officials base their figures 
of 100,000 plurality or more. 


Only a Campaign Dodge. 
Samuel Untermyer, George R. Scrugbam, 
and others of the international committee 
say-it-hee-been part of their pian. of action~ 
all during the campaign to have the adminis- 
tration officials deceived {nto the idea that 


the bulk of the votes sent direct to the home 


office are for the administration candidates; 
that there have been forwarded ever since 
the beginning of the campaign, on Oct. 18, nu- 
merous ballots. stamped and arranged so as 
not to be observed as different from the 
usual votes coming In. 

The international people say they have sent 
thousands of these, and furthermore made 
& postal card canvass to ascertain from the 
policy holders who had sent their votes direct 
to the company just how they had voted. It 
is on this canvass and account of votes sent 
to the office of the committee that their esti- 
mate of 40 per cent of the vote on file at the 
office of the company is made.’ Untermyer 
and Scrugham even declare they are inclined 
to believe the percentage may even be greater. 

It will, of course, be some time before the 
canvass is finished and it can be actually 
known just how the votestands. Ballots sent 
to the company are sealed, and there is no 
way of telling just how a policy holder has 
voted without opening the envelope, a viola- 
tion of law, and this coyld not have been done, 
as the state si ntendent has had a 
deputy in the building to look after the bal- 
lots ever since the election here began, three 


months ago. 


207,000 Mutual Ballots. 

The same condition prevailed at the offices 
of the Mutual. There were 207,000 ballots 
sent into the home office of this company. 
The international committee delivered at the 
polls today 103,000 ballots that had been col- 
lected for the trustee election of this com- 
pany at their office during the campaign. 
They also sent in 5,000 proxies. The Mutual 
officials sent in 30,000 proxies, according to 
General Counsel James McKeen, but other 
people on duty at the polling place say only 
a little over 15,000 proxies were delivered by 
the company. 

Even with Mr. McKeen’s figures on proxies 
the total vote of the Mutual amounts, ap- 
proximately, to 845,000. George P. Dexter, 
vice president, speaking officially for the ad- 
ministration, claims the administration has 
won by about 150,000 votes. In making his 
declaration Mr. Dexter claimed the company 
would have 226,000 votes, while the interna- 
tional and other opposing committees would 
have only between 75,000 and 80,000 votes. 
He said he knew this on good authority. 


Figures Do Not Agree. 

Mr. Dexter’s figures are greatly at variance 
with those shown by the actual vote cast 
unless the international people are mistaken 
as to the number of ballots they sent to the 
company, and they should know. 

The international people claim 80 per cent 
of the vote was sent direct to the office of 
the company. Samuel Untermyer says the 
ebmpany had only 15, 000 proxies, and figuring 
on this basis hé claims the policy holders’ 
ticket has won at the ‘lowest estimate by be- 
tween 7,000 and. 10,000 votes. Manager 
Scrugham and Andrew C. Gray, also of the 
committee, figure on a Wg decrease due to 
defective ballots on the company count end 
claim the election by 19,000 votes. 

In addition to these figures, it should be 
remembered the international people have 
made claims of fraudulent and forged proxies 
against the management of both companies, 
and Samuel Untermyer has declared many 
times he will take the matter to the courts. 
Mr. Untermyer was at the New York Life 
poling place all day and challenged and pro- 
tested many proxies. Mr. Untermyer’s law 
parther, Louis Marshall, was on hané at the 
Mutual offices ané did likewise.

FATHER OF HER 2 CHILDREN? 


Accusation to Be Used Against His Pro- 
motion by the Senate. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 


MANILA, Dec. 18.--The Manila American 
today publishes the results of an investiga- 
tion made by its reporters into the career of 
Brig. Gen. John J. Pershing while he was a 
captain serving on the island of Mindanao. 
The American asserts he they/lived with a 
Filipino woman, Joaquina Bondoy Ignacio, 
who bore him two children. One child died 
in the cholera epidemic of 1902. 

The other, who is named Petronilla, and is 
4% years old, lives with her mother in Zam- 
boanga. The mother is now the legal wife of 
William Shinn, a clerk in the Moro govern- 
ment headquarters. Joaquina declares that 
Petronila was born on July 11, 1902, and that 
Pershing is her, father. 


Charges Pershing with Offering Money. 

Shinn charges that an emissary of Gen. 
Pershing approached Joaquina in the spring 
of this year with an offer of $50 a month as 
hush money. She refused to accept, saying 
that Pershing always had been kind to her 
and that she would not expose him, 

Joaquina is one of four attractive sisters 
who conducted a canteen that was frequent- 
ed by army officers In 1900 and 1902. AH four 
now are married to Americans. 

Rumor credits Joaquina with having borne 
two other children to a Spanish officer before 
the American occupation. 

Pershing, according to the American, com- 
menced his relations with Joaquina in 1900, 
erecting a cottage in Zamboanga, im which 
he lived almost openly with her. 

Officers May Be Haled Before Senate. 

It is a common rumor in army circles in 
Manila that Col. Morrison and Capt. Swobe, 
Fredenhall, Cloman, Kobbe, and Charles F. 
Parker, who are members of Gen. William 
A. Kobbe’s staff, know the details of the 
scandal and that their names will be used 
before. the senate to fight the confirmation 
of Gen. Pershing’s nomination to be a major 
general, succeeding Maj. Gen. Lee early next 
year. It is reported that the plan is that 
Pershing then will be sent to the Philippines. 

The American adds that certain officers 
have communicated with United States sen- 
ators, requesting that action on the nomina- 
tion be delayed until the arrival of charges 
against Gen. Pershing, which already have 


been prepared. 


Pershing’s Promotion Was Rapid. 

Gen. Pershing is 46 years old, and a native 
of Linn county, Mo. He its a West Point 
graduate. He was instructor of tactics at 
the military academy at the outbreak of the 
Spanish-American war in 18968. 

He was relieved from duty at West Point 
and went to Cuba with the Tenth cavalry,

Shoots from Basement to Top of 
New York Life Building. 


WATER PRESSURE LACKING. 


After Hose Is Sent Up the Elevators 
Flames Are Extinguished.

Fire starting from crossed electric wires 
in the basement of the New York Life build- 
ing, Monroe and La Salle streets, late last 
night shot upwards through a shaft and did 
$15,000 damage on the twelfth, thirteenth, 
and fourteenth floors. 

Owing to lack of water pressure in the 
standpipes streams could not be turned on the 
fire till hose had been taken up the elevators. 

Scrub women employed on the upper floors 
ran screaming through the corridofs in an 
effort to attract the attention of the night 
elevator mén. A car took them in safety to 
the first floor. 


Fire Discovered om Ninth Floor. 


Although the blaze started in the “ pipe 
and electric light shaft "’ in the basement, it 
was not until a burst of fame was seen 
on the ninth floor that the fire was dis- 
covered. The flames spread to the of- 
fices of R. G. Dun & Co. and the Indiana Gas 
company, occupying the three top floors. 
Nicholas Hoffman, night engineer, sent in 
an alarm, and a few minutes later ordered 
that the janitors work the stationary stand- 
pipe conmectionse. Efforts to send the water 
to the top of the skyscraper proved unavail- 
ing, and hand extinguishers were then re- 
sorted to, but with little effect. 

When the first detachment of firemen 
reached the scene the shaft was a maes of 
flames. Several leads of hose were con- 
nected to the standpipes in the building, but 
the high pressure pump for a time failed to 
operate and water could not be carriedabove 
the ninth floor. The hose was detached and 
again connected after being carried up by 
means of the elevators. Then standpipes 
were connected with the engine in the street. 
Later the pressure pump in the building be- 
gan to operate and with this added supply 
of water the blaze was extinguished 


Every Floor Flooded. 

The heat cracked marble in the hallwags 
an@ a number of windows. Water poured 
Gown the stairs and every floor was flooded, 
None of the lower stories suffered much dam- 
age. 

“The blaze was a hard one to reach for 
@ short time,’ said Chief Horan. “ The 
fact that the water pressure in the stand- 
pipes was too low to be of service to us until 
after connections had been made with the 
fire engines retarded us considerably. The 
pipes apparently are new and in good con- 
dition and the only fault lay in the lack of 
pressure.” 

It is Ifkely ineurance men will take the 
experience with the lack of pressure in the 
pipes as a lesson pointing to the city’s need 
of a high pressure water system in the down- 


town district.

One of the factors which militated against 
McReynolds was the fact that he had lived 
extravagantly even when he knew that he 
was nearing the end of his financial rope.

A judge never sees a boy 
after he has appeared. before him until he 
has again committed an offense. There are 
4,700 boys and girls on parole from the Juve- 
mile court, and ff you can meet them, give 
them a slap on the back, and tell them they 
are doing weil the result will be untold in 
its benefits.

Some progress toward decisions on ques- 
tions of taxation was made by the charter 
convention which took its’ first try at the 
revenue clauses of the proposed charter last 
night. 

A “skeleton” tax bill providing the meth- 
ods of levying and collecting taxes for the 
proposed consolidated municipal’ govern- 
ment was adopted, and with it a section giv- 
ing. the tity council power to tax and license 
trades, occupations, and © businesses, and 


corporations, 

Another section giving the council the right 
to tax all vehiclesy setting aside the revenue 
thus secured in ae specia! fund for street re- 
pair exclusively, was adopted, and then the 
delegates struck a knotty proposition 'in the 
question of specie] assessments and were 
forced to suspend business until this after- 
noon. 


tion is whether any part of the cost of re- 
paving sii@il be levied on the property owner 
who has borne the cost of the original im- 
provement, 


Terms of Proposed Law. 

The tax bill adopted was in the form of a 
substitute submitted by Frank L. Shepard 
to the proposition submitted in the charter 
outline. 

It practically was in the form of a legis- 
lative bill-on general taxation, providing that 
the city shall levy a general tax for all city, 
school, park, and library purposes. 

The limit of such tax on the asseseed valua- 
tion, exclusive of the amount for bonded in- 
debtedness and interest, was left blank. 

It provided that the levy shall specify the 
respective amounts levied for the payment 
of indeébtedmess and interest, for general 
city purposes, for education, for school bulld- 
ings, for parke, and for libraries. 

In case the aggregate amount levied, ex- 
clusive of levies for indebtedness and inter- 
est, exceeds the limit it is provided that the 
excess shall be set aside and a pro rata 
reduction made on the other levies. The city 
treasurer, it provides, is to keep separate 
funds in conformity with the levies. . 

The other sections outlined the methods to 
be employed by the municipal departments in 
reporting expenditures, receipts, and esu- 
mates 

Post Charges Unfairness. 

While Mr. Shepard. was explaining the 
workings of his proposed substitute, Louis 
FP’. Post.arose with a point of order raised on 
behalf ofthe “ minority.” Heexplained that 
the convention had departed from its original 
rule and now was discussing a specific bill 
instead of a general principle. 

“T want to say, Mr. Chairman,’’ he as- 
serted, “ that we who consider ourselves fn 
the minority in this convention, however we 
may stand with the people, decided in the 
beginning that our actions in regard to this 
charter would be guided largely by the atti- 
tude adopted by the majority. We decided to 
meet fairness with fairness. If a fair dis 
cussion were granted and decisions reached 
in a spirit of compromise we, for our part, 
would accept the work of the convention, and 
after its passage by the legislature. would 
work for its adoption by the people. 

‘“‘ Now I submit that the consideration of a 
specific measure in place of @ general prin- 
ciple is not just and is not considerate of the 
minority. My point of order is that we are 
proceeding in violation of the rules of the 
convention,” ‘ 


Withholds Identity of “Minority.” 

Cheirman Foreman. ruled that the conven- 
tion was a-law unto itself in the matter and 
that, furthermore, it remained possible for 
Mr. Post and his friends to offer amend- 
ments. 

“We can’t amend a specific measure by 
moving the adoption of general principles,”’ 
Mr. Post retorted. “ That is the unfairnese 
of the thing.” 

* I should like to inquire of Mr. Post what 
he means by the minority,” asked Walter 
J. Raymer. “I have not discovered any 
particular minority yet."" 

Mr. Post did not reply, and Mr. Shepard 
continued with his explanation with Mr. 
Post’s covert threat still lingering in the 
air. In finishing, Mr. Shepard asked for 
the adoption of his substitute, and the dele-’ 
gates got the subject for discussion. 


Want Separate School Tax. 

Raymond Robins called attention to the 
value of having the school building rate, 
now 2% per. cent, outside the limit, and 
Charlies Vopicka said that in his opinion it 
was absolutely essential that the school 
building fund be separated and the rate be 
outside the limitation. 

“If it had not been so,” he said, “ Chicago 
now would not have 235 school buildings 
but about 150. The money would have been 
used for other purposes.” 

“Il am quite as anxious that the city rate 
for general corporate purposes be separated,”’ 
said Ald. Bennett, chairman of the council 
finance committee. 

The delegates finally deferred action on all 
propositions involving the amount of levies. 

These questions will lie over until the report 
of a special finance committee, which is to 
determine what will be the probable expense 
of the consolidated government. 


“Post Plan’’ Gets Three Votes. 

Mr. Post brought tae “minority ’’ propo- 
sition to the front by offering as a substitute 
to the Shepard measure an alternative pro- 
viding that the charter should give the city 
council all power with reference to reven‘ie 
and taxation that could be given to the city. 

He said that the center of power was at 
the center of taxation, and no nome rule 
was possible which did not carry with it the 
authority to legislate on tazation. 

The provision would have taken all limita- 
tions off taxation except such as are imposed 
by the constitution. It went to a roll call 
with little discussion and was given 8 votes 


-—Linehan, Post, and Smulski. 


The vote on the adoption of the Shepard 
proposition was 47 to 1, President Ritter of 
the board of education opposing it because 
it does not exempt the schoo! building rate. 


Clash on Paving Repairs. 

The most spirited debate of the session 
came on the special assessment section of ie 
taxation chapter. The proposition con- 
sidered provided that the council should have 
power to make local improvements by. special 
assessment or taxation, but that-not more 
than 50 per cent cf the cost of repaving shal! 
be assessed on the property owners. 

The perceniage ef the cost cf paving to be 
borne by the property owner was not fixed in 
the original cutline, but Prof. Merriam sug- 
gested 50 per cent, and the discussion came 
on that. Frank G. Hoyne and B. A. Eckhart 
united in asserting that an injustice was done 
the property owner in compellirg him te bear 
any part of the cost of repaving after he had 
borne the expense of the original improve- 
ment. 

John F. Smulski offered a substitute provid- 
ing that all repaving should be at the cost of 
the general fund. To this Mr. Post addea 
one that the assessment should be in prepor- 
tion to the benefit derived from it by the 
citizen. 


Tells of Ownere’ Woes. 

Mr. Smulski said that one man of his ac- 
quaintance had been paying special assess- 
ments almost continuously in the last twenty- 
five years, having bad four levied on him for 
improvements in Milwaukee avenue. The 
notice of a new one, he said, came close on 
the heels of the last payment of the preceding 
one, and the property owner was continually 
paying for street pavement worn out by the 
heavy traffic.

The so-called “ better classes ’’ in Chicago 
were the subject of some plain talk by Judge, 
Judson F. Going last evening.. The judge's 
remarkg@ caused the members of the. _Men’s 
club of Lexington Avenue Baptist church, 
before whom he was lectunfing, to give him 
their earnest attention. 

In brief the jurist of the Desplaines street 
Municipal court informed his hearers: 

That the percentage of bad policemen is smaller 
than the percentage of church members. who obey 
the ten commandménts. oo 

That reform societies attract criminals -to 
Chicago by advertising it as a place where “ the 


police are easy.”’ 
That vice in the levee districts is maintained by 


the wealthy, anid not by men who live in cheap 


lodging houses. 

That vice can’ be chécked by enforcing existing 
laws. 

That the best way to check crime is to elevate 
the moral tone of the community. : 

As a church member the judge criticised 
men who belong to churches for being Chris- 
tians “an hour and a half on Sunday instead, 
of seven days In the week.” 


Vice Sustained by the Rich. 

In .the recent fining of a “ fastiionably. 
dressed man,”” in his court In the Desplaines 
police station,’ Judge Going’foundia solution 
for the evils of the west side redlight dis- 
trict. ' ' 

“ If the fashionably dressed men, those who 
live on the south side-and in the avenues, 
would keep out of the weet side district, vice 
there would be obliterated,’ he said. “ It 
isn’t the men ‘of that district, who Hve in 10 
and 26 cent boarding houses, who support 
the vice there. ' : 

“The patrons, of the west side levee dis- 
trict are men who" live in other parte of the 
city and who come there secretly—sneaking 
in after dark in their carriages. and. their 
automobiles, and the same thing ‘may be 
said of the south ‘side levee area and, others 
in Chicago.» The actual residents of the dis- 
trict could not support it for a dey and the 
unfortunate women who furnish the attrac- 
tion wduld ‘be’ compelled to move away. 

Proves Laws Are Effective. 

He referred to the’ cleaning up” he has 
effected as “‘no crusade at all—just enforce- 
ment of laws that have been. on the statutes 
for thirty-three years.” | 

“ This. morning I had only three immoral 
women brought before me,’’ he sdid.. " When 
I first took. office in the Desplaines etreet sta- 
tion fifty and sixty. were an-.ordinary night's 
harvest. It will not be long before none of 
that class will be left {nthe vicinity. They 
have been two weeks without rations now. 
Inspector Shippy’ after a. midnight tour 
through the. district told..me today it is 
quieter now. than it has been for twenty 
years.” 

Judge Going declared that: the reform or- 
ganizations are the means of bringing trim- 
inals to Chicago by advertising it as a place 
where the police“ are easy.”’ 

“If members of the reform bodies woyld 
obey the ten commandments only six months 
of the year,’ he said, “ the reform of the new 
courts. would be lost sight of and a wave of 
reform that would reach every housd in the 
city would be started 


Higher Moral Tone Needed. 


“The percentage of bad policemen is less 
than the percentage of consistent Christians— 
of ‘church members who live up to the ten 
commandments. When church members 
and reformers are-copstantly disobeying the 
commandments how can you expect. any re- 
form on the part of those who do not make 
a pretenee of right Hving? 

*In my judgment it is a. great. mistake 
to lay responsibility for crime to police, the 
courts, and other official departments. The 
way to prevent erime is to elevate the moral 
tone of the community, and that is the only 
way. The police, especially their superior 
officers, are in earnest initheir effort to stamp 
out crime and evil living.”’

SPEAKER SAYS DEMOCRACY 
WILL’ FORCE NEEDED LAWS. 


William J..CaJhoun at Colonial Wars 
Banquet Says Divorce Will Be Regu- 
lated by. Congress. 


‘Democracy as the compelliig force tn all 
forme of government from those of medieval 
Europe to the modern ideas embraced in our 
own form of populér government, was set 
forth jointly. by the Rev. F. A. Noble, for 
many years pastor of Union Park Congrega- 
tional church, and. William J. Calhoun in 
addresses at the thirteenth annual barquet 
of the Society of Colonial Wars In the Audi- 
torium last night, in commemoration of the 
286th anniversary of “ ye first encounter ’’ 
between the Pilgrims and the Indiana. 

Mr. Noble traced the advance of democracy 
in Europe from the fall of feudalism -to the 
modern forms of democratic monarchy, when 
the most advanced ideals were embodied in 
the new world republic. 

Mr. Calhoun then took up'the subject and 
brought it down: to the problems of the day 
and the great demands of the future. 

“We are drifting away from the ideas of 
government which our forefathers held and 
are launched upon a new era,”’ he said. “ The 
powers of ‘government ate vastly increased 
and centralized; those of the states are less. 
The vast industrial ‘projects, as the great 
railway systems, called for government regu- 
lation and supervision: There were demands 
for uniform state cOmmerce laws and the 
government ingpection of packing houses, and 
the laws were made. Now there are demande 
for national divorce, corporation, and child 
og laws, and they will come.*’

DRATH AND RESCUE CLOSE 


PLIGHT OF ENTOMBED MINER IS 
MORE DESPERATE. 


Only a Few Feet of Earth Remain 
Between Man and Deliverance, but 
Rescuers Fear to Bring Down 
Rocks and Are Forced te Proceed 
Slowly—Piteous Query from Tomb 
Spurs On Hescuers «end Men Work 
Feverishily at Risk of Lives. 


Bakersfield, Cal, Dec; 18.—[Special.}— 
Hicks, the hiner who has been entombed in 
the Edison .tunnél eleven days, is tonight 
nearer death than at any time since the 
cave in, although only a few feet of loose 
earth are between him and his rescuers. 

Despite the nearness of those slaving, at 
the peril of their own lives, to rescue him, he 
is no nearer deliverance than two days ago. 
The engineers say it will be impossible to 
rescue him until another day has passed. 

The substance in which the rescuers are 
working is débris from the fallen tunnel 
and it yields to touch as readily as sand. 
Progress is further delayed by the overpow- 
ering fear that at the last minute a false 
jar will release the rock that threatens Hicks 
and cheat the rescuers of the victory for 
which they have labored so long. 

The miners are now directly above Hicks, 
but they wilt cross the tunnel over his head 
and attempt to reach him from behind. .To 
biast away farther into the hillside would 
mean the loosening of hundreds of ‘tons of 
earth and rock and the hopeless burial of 


Hicks. 7 
Piteous Query from Tomb. 

Hicks showed the first sign of discourage- 
ment today. Through the tube which has 
supplied him with food and kept those above 
ground in. touch with him since his entomb- 
ment he was asked for information of his 
life and relatives.. Hicks asked-plaintively 
if it was intended for an obituary item. 

Hicks’ plight is undesirable. In his tomb 
are the bodies of several miners-who were 
killed in the cave-in. The stench from these 
coming up through the tube is frightful. ‘It 
is feared that it may kill Hicks before his 
rescuers reach him. This afternoon Hicks 
complained of the cold, which he g&ys is in- 
tense. This ie considered a bad sign. He is 
in a cramped position, almost unable to move. 
The «physician. who is working with .the 
rescuing party fears that a convulsive chill 
may end the man’s life. 


Work All Along Canon Stops. 
Hicks has explained through the tube that 
he was saved from instant death at the time 
of the first cave in by being caught under a 
car uged in hauling outearth.

FACING DEATH IN HOMES. 


Lives of Residents in Famine 
Stricken Territory Depend 
on Instant Relief. 


——_—— 


Minneapolis, Minn., Dec. 18.—Telegrams 
from more than twenty towns in the 
uorthwest received by Interstate Com- 
merce Commissioners Harlan and Lane today 
reveal a fuel famine over a great territory 
more serious than that indicated by press 
dispatches. 

The telegrams came in’ response to ‘in- 
quiries sent out by the commissioners yes- 
terday asking for detafled information on 
the ‘situation, In every case the reply was 
an urgent appeal for immediate assistance. 
For days in several localities farmers have 
been reduced to the necessity of tearing up 
fences and pulling down outbuildings to use 
as fuel. Im the towns stacks of valuable 


people from freezing in their homes. Even 
these methods of securing fuel have been 
nearly exhausted and hundreds of families 
are confronting a desperate situation. 

Only the immediate dispatch of fuel the 
telegrams say, can avert a period of fright- 
ful misery and possible death in outtying 
districts. Should the weather follow its 
usual course at this season and develop into 
snow and blizzards, blocking highways and 
railroads before relief comes, the conse- 
quences may be extremely serious.

Road Itself Runs Close on Fuel. 

L. W. Bowen, Willmar division superin- 
tendent of the Great Northern, testified that 
his road kept only a few days ahead on coal 
supply, that the smallest margin this fall had 
been twenty-four hours, the .widest two 
weeks. He said that the car situation never 
had been interfered with, as steel cars had 
been used for coal. 

Farmers who came in numbers from North 
Dakota told the commission of the effect of 
the blockade upon the price of wheat. They 
said prices have been depressed abnormally 
because elevators were full, wheat lay on the 
ground at many points, there was no open 
market, and they either had to sacrifice in 
price or haul it back home again after having 
offered it, in some cases, two and three times. 

J. Weiser, vice president’ of the First 
National bank of Fargo; A. E. Swenson, pres- 
ident of the Security State bank of Barlow; 
and other North Dakota batkers gave testi- 
mony showing that faflure to move Crops had 
put the country commercially in a strained 
condition. 

Freeze in a Kansas Town.

“Town is out of fuels Please take steps 
to have a supply sent here at once.”

No Fuel in Phenix, Ariz. 

Phoenix, Ariz., Dec. 18.—A fuel famine pre- 
vails here There is no oll, and the gas and 
electric company shut down tonight. The 
company is not prepared to use wood. The 
people must resort to wood for cooking and 
heat and use kerosene and candle lights. 

Newspapers and other plants are using 
power from the street car company, which 
has enough oil for a few days. “The Santa 
Fé is discontinuing some trains. 


Railroad Rivalry Causes Car Famine. 

St. Louis, Mo., Dec. 18.—Interstate Com- 
missioner C. A. Prouty began an inquiry here 
today into the shortage of freight cars. 

J. C. Lincoln, commissioner of the Mer- 
chants’ exchange traffic bureau, the first 
witness, declared the delay in the movement 
of freight was due not so much to an in- 
sufficiency of cars as to a lack of motive 


power and facilities for handling the cars.

President in Special Message 
to Congress Repeats Strong 
Words. of December 4. 


FRISCO IGNORES TREATY. 


Secretary Métcalf’s Report Shows 
That Life and Property 
Are Not Safe. 


Washington, D. C., Dee. 18.—President 
Roosevelt has not changed hie mind in re- 
gard to using the military forces of the 
United States, if need be, to protect the 
Japanese in San Francisco. In a special 
mes@age to congrese today he repeated the 
declaration which caused so great a sensa- 
tion when originally made in his message 
read in congress on Dec. 4. 

President Roosevelt's message is only & 
brief statement transmitting to congress @ 
report made to him by Victor H. Metcalf, 
secretary of the department of commerce 
and labor, who made a special investigation 
of conditions in San Francisco. 


Japanese Not Protected. 


@ecretary Metcalf reported to the president 
that the Japanese in San Francisco were not 
protected either im their lives or property 
by the civil authorities of San Francisco or 
California. Japanese places of business are 
boycotted, Japanese property is destroyed, 
and Japanese are stoned and beaten in the 
Ptreets by gangs of hoodlums, roughs, and 
laborers, the police interfering only in ex- 
ceptional cases. 

It is this feature of the report which led 
President Roosevelt to declare that if the 
authorities of San Francisco cannot afford 
the Japanese full and perfect protection all 
the forces of the United States, both civil 
and military, which he could lawfully em- 


a 


Text of President’s Message’ 


The president's message transmitting Sec- 
retary Metcalf's report to congress is as fol- 


“To the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives: I inclose herewith for your informa- 
tion the final report made to me personally 
by Secretary Metcalf on the situation affect- 
ing the Japanese in San Francisco. The re- 
port deals with three matters of controver- 
sy—first, the exclusion of the Japanese chil- 
dren from the San Francisco schools; second, 
the boycotting of Japanese restaurants; and, 
third, acts of violence committed againat the 
Japanese. 

“ As to the first matter, I call your especial 
attention to the small number of Japanere 
children who attend school, to the testimony | 
as to the brightness, cleanliness, and good 
behavior of these Japanese children in the 
schools, and to the fact that, owing to their 
being scattered thruout the city, the require- 
ment. for them ajl to go to one special school 
is impossible of fulfillment and means that 
they cannot have school facilities, 

“ Let'me point out further that there would 
be no objection whatever to excluding from 
the schools any Japanese on the score of age. 
It is obviously not desirable that young men 
should go to schoo! with children. The only 
point is the exclusion of the children them- 
sefves. The number of Japanese children at- 
tending the public schools in San Francisco 
Was small. The government fas already di- 
rected that suit be brought to test the consti- 
tutionality of the act in question; but my 
earnest hope is that such suit will not be nec- 
essary, and that as a tmatter of comity the 


‘citizene of San Francisco will refuse to de- 


prive these young Japanese children of edu- 
cation and will permit them to go to the 


schoolp. 
Japs Must Be Protected. 


““ The question as to the violence against 
the Japanese is most admirably put by. Sec- 
Tetary’ Metcalf, and I have nothing to add to 
his statement. I entirely confident that, 
as Secretary Metcalf saye, the overwhelming 
sentiment of the state of Californiais for law 
and order and for the protection of the Jap- 
anese in their persons and property. Both 
the chief of police and the acting mayor of 
San Francisco assured Secretary Metcalf 
that everything poesible would be done to 
protect the Japanese in the city. . 
“TI authorized and directed Secretary Met- 
ealf to state that if there was failure to 
protect persons and property, then the entire 
wer of the federal government within the 
imits of the constitution would be used 
mptly and vigorously to enforce the ob- 
' ance of our treaty, the supreme law of 
land, which treaty guaranteed to Jap- 
ymese residents everywhere in the union full 
perfect protection for their persons and 
property; and to this end everything in my 
er would be done, and all the forces of 
the United States, both civil and military, 
which I could lawfully employ, -would. be 
employed. I call eapecial attention to the 
éoncluding sentence of Secretary Metcalf’s 
report of Nov. 26, 1906. 
“ THEODORE ROOSEVELT.” 


Secretary Metcalf’s Report. 
Secretary Metcalf in his report to the pres- 
fdént reviews the state of feeling toward the 
Japanese in the public schools of San Fran- 
T° prior to the earthquake of Apri!‘18, 1906. 
May 6, 1905, the board of education 
passed a resolution declaring it the purpose 
Of the board to establish a: separate school 
for Chinese and Japanese pupil= Thigres- 
@lution was not carried into effect at the time. 

On Oct. 22, 1905, a massmeeting of the mem- 
cling the Japanese and Corean Exclusion 
) e adopted a resolution instructing its 
executive committee to appear before the 
board of education and petition for separate 
schools for Mongolian children. Still nothing 
was done in regard to the matter. 

Then came the earthquake of April 18,1906, 
a@fid the destruction of thirty-one of the sev- 
enty-six school buildings in the city. 

On Oct. 11 the board of education ordered 
all Japanese and Chinése children into a sep- 
grate school. On the day the order went into 
effect there were ninety-three Japanese pu- 
pills distributed among twenty-three schools. 


Discusses School Question. 


Secretary Metcalf’s report then takes up 
the discussion of the school question itself, 
saying: 

“The oriental school, the school set apart 
for the Chinese, Japariese, and Corean chil- 
dren, is in the burned section. Thereis only 
one Japanese student attending this school 
at the present time, and there are no Japa- 
nese children attending any of the other pub- 
lic schools. 

“TI visited the oriental school in company 


_ 


with the Japanese consul and found it to 


compare favorably with many of the new 
temporary structures erected in the city. 
The course of instruction is exactly the same 
_@g at the other public schools, and competent 
feachers are assigned for duty in this school. 
Nearly all the pupils attending this school 
have to be taught the English language. 
“*An examination of the map wil at once 
clearly show that it will be absolutely im- 
possibie for children residing in the remote 
sections of the city to attend the oriental 
echool. The conditions in San Francisco 
&re such, owing to the great conflagration, 
mere oe would not be possible even for grown 
c en living at remote distances te at 
thie school. ee 


Men in Primary Grades. 
“Tf found the sentiment tn the

Boycott of Jap Restaurants. 


Metcalf then takes up the sec- 
of 


the payment of $100 and the boycott called 
off. The secretary says: 

“T personally interviewed the restaurant 
keepers and took down their statements. 

Sugihara, a restaurant keeper at 177 
Third street, stated that the boycott com- 
menced on Oct. 8 and continued until Oct, 24; 
that at about noon of the second day a large 
number of men came to his place of busi- 
ness and asked the people who were about 
to enter his restaurant not to patronize the 
Japanese restaurants; that customers at-° 
tempting to enter his place of business were | 
sometimes restrained by force, and that 
blows were also struck; that on or about 
the 10th or 15th of the month the boycotters 
came three times a day—imorning, noon, and 
evening; that sometimes they threw bricks 
and stones into his place. 

“The windows of the Golden Gate ‘res- 
taurant, H. Sugiyama, proprietor, 256 Third 
street, were broken on Oct. 17 or 18. Mr. 
Sugiyama stated that whenever any cus- 
tomers left his place the boycotters threw 
stones at them, and struck them as well; that 
hie customers were all white people; that it 
was impossible for him to stand at the cash 
register near his window, as they broke his 
windows; that one of the stones struck him 
on the side. 

‘“-8,. Imura, proprietor of the White Star 
restaurant, 596 Third street, corroborated 
the statements made by George Sugihara and 
H. Sugiyama ag to the breaking of windows 
and assaulting of customers. 

“It appears that the Japanese restaurant 
keepers of San Francisco have a union of 
their own, of which 8. Imura Is president. 
They. made application, so they say, to the 
Cooks and Waiters’ union of San Francisco 
for admission to mentbership in that union, 
but their application was denied. 

Buy Safety for $100. 

“They then determined to pay money to 
the boycotters and appointed a committee 
for that purpose. The committee consisted 
of S. Imura, G. Sugihara, Y. Kobayashi, and 
Mr. Nakashima. The‘sum of $350 was col- 
lected by this committee from the restaurant 
keepers, in amounts ranging from $17.50 to 
$25. An arrangement was entered into with 
the leader of the boycotters, whose name 
was only known to S. Imura, for the pay- 
ment of the sum of $850 for the purpose of 
declaring the boycott off. Imura declined 
to give the name of the men whom tthe 
money was paid, claiming that he had prom- 
ised not to do so, but if necessary he would 
furnish the name to the Japanese consul. 

* Before leaving San Francisco the consul 
informed me that W. 8. Stevenson was the 
man to whom the money was paid. One 
hundred dollars was paid by check at the 
Japanese-American bank on Sutter street 
in San Francisco, the check being made pay- 
able to the order of W. 8. Stevenson. There 
were present at the time this check was 
paid S. Imura, G. Sugihara, and some mtm- 
bers, so Imura said, of the bank, probably 
clerks. The balance of $250 agreed upon 
was to have been paid on Monday, Oct. 29, 
but the man Stevenson did not call for the 
money, and I was informed that it had not 
been paid up to the time of my departure 
from San Francisco. The boycott stopped 
with the payment of the money.” 


Assaults on Japanese. 


Secretary. Metcalf then takes up the record 
of assaults on Japanese by hoodlums, roughs, 
and laborers. He presents a list furnished 
by the Japanese consul giving the names of 
nineteen Japanese who had been beaten’and 
gtoned by white men. Hecontinues: 

“These attacks, so I am informed, with 
but one exception were made when no police- 
man was in the immediate neighborhood. 
Most of them were made by boys and young 
men; many of them were Vicious in charac- 
ter, and only one appears to have been made 
with a view of robbing the person attacked. 


All these assaults appear to have been made 


subsequent to the fire and earthquake in San 
Francisco, and my attention was not called 
to any assaults made prior to the 18th day 
of April, 1906. 

“ Dr. F. Omori of the Imperial university. of 
Tokio, one of the world’s most distinguished 
scientists, and, as stated by Prof. George 
Davidson of the University of Calfornia, 
one of the greatest living authorities in seis- 
mography, sent to San Francisco by the 
Japanése government to study the causes and 
effects of the earthquake, was stoned by 
hoodiums in the streets of San Francisco. 

“Prof. T. Nakamura, professor of archi- 
tecture in the Imperial university of Tokio, 
was also stoned in the streets of San Fran- 
cisco by young toughs and hoodlums. 

* Dr. Omori was also assaulted when visit- 
ing Eureka, Cal. Neither of these eminent , 
gentlemen made formal complaint of these 
assaults and wisht that no official recognition 
be taken of them. 


Condemned by Good Citizens, 


“TI know that these assaults upon the 
Japanese are universally condemned by all 
good citizens of California. For months the 
citizens of San Francisco and Oakiand have 
been terrorized by numerous murders, as- 
saults, and robberies, both at day and night. 
The police have been powerless. The as- 
saults upon the Japanese, however, were 
not made, in my judgment, with a view of 
robbery, but from a feéling of racial hostil- 
ity, stirred up possibly by newspaper ac- 
counts of meetings that have been held at 
different times relative to the exclusion of 
Japanese from the United States. 

“The police recérde of San Francisco show 
that between May 6, 1906, and Nov. 5, 1906, 
290 cases of assault, ranging from simple 
assaults to assaults with deadly weapons 
and assaults with murderous intent, were 
reported to the police of San Francisco. Of 
the number so reported, seven were for as- 
saults committed by Japanese and two com- 
plaints were made against Japanese for dis- 
turbing the peace. The Japanese popula- 
tion in San Francisco is about 6,000. The 
total population of San Francisco today is 
estimated to be between 825.000 and 350,000. 


People Want Law and Order. 


*“ While the sentiment of the state of Cal- 
ifornia, as manifested by the public utter-

the political parties in their platforms, and 
by the of a joint resolution by the 
state legislature om March 7, 1905, is in favor 
of the exclusion of Japanese coolies, yet the 
overwhelming sentiment in the state is for 
law and order and for the protection of 
Japanese in their persons and their property. 

“ The chief: of police of the city of San 
Francisco, as also the acting mayor of the 
city, assured me that everything possible 
would be done to protect the Japanese sub- 
| jects fn San Francisco, and they urgently 

that all cases of assault and all 
violations of law affecting the Japanese be 
at once reported to the chief of police. 

I imprest strongely upon the acting 
mayor of the city, as also upon the chief of 
police, the gravity of the situation, and told 
them that; as officers charged with the en- 
forcement of the law and the protection of 
property and person, you lookt to them to 
gee that all Japanese subjects resident in 
San Francisco were afforded the full pro- 
tection guaranteed to them by our treaty with 


Japan. 
Threat of Federal Force. 


“TY also informed them that if the loca] 
authorities were not able to cope with the 
situation, or if they were negligent or derelict 
in ‘the performance of their duty, then the 
entire power of the federal government with- 
in the limite of the constitution would be 
used, and used promptly and vigorously, to 
enforce observance of treaties, which, under 
the constitution, are the supreme law of the 
land, and to secure fit and proper treatment 
for the people of a great and friendly power 
while within the territory of the United 
States. 

‘If, therefore, the police power of San 
Francisco is not sufficient to meet the situa- 
tion and guard and protect Japanese resi- 
dents in San Francisco, to whom under our 
treaty with Japan we guarantee “ full arid 
perfect protection for their persons and prop- 
erty,”’ then, it seems to me, & is clearly the 
duty of the federal government to afford 
such protection. All considerations which 
may move @ nation, every consideration of 
duty in the preservation of our treaty obliga- 
tions, every consideration prompted by fifty 
years or more of close friendship with the 
empire of Japan, would unite in demanding, 
it seems to me, of the United States govern- 
ment and all its people, the fullest protection 
and the highest consideration for the sub- 
jects of Japan. Respectfully submitted.

LONDON, Dec. 19.—The British press, edi- 
torially and through ite correspondents in the 
United States, is paying keen attention to 
American-Japanese relations, and Ambas- 
sador Aoki's speech at the American Asiatic 
society, Secretary of Commerce and Labor 
Metcalf’s report on the San Francisco dis- 
pute, and President Roosevelt's message on 
the Japanese school situation in California 
are discussed with some concern. 

The Tribune think President Roosevelt's 
firmness and tolerance have had their re- 
ward, waile the weakness of M. Stolypin, the 
Russian premier, is a pledge for peace almost 
as valuable as President Roosevelt's firm- 
ness and popularity. 

“We may afford to dismise both the Rus- 
sian and the American scares from our 
minds,"’ says the Tribune, “ but none the less 
the recent rumors are far from agreeable or 
reassuring for those who remember the 
grave obligations in the event ofa war which 
Lord Lausdowne’s treaty imposes upon Eng- 
Jand for the next decade.’ 

Color Question a Danger. 

The Tribune acquits Japam of any desire 
to pick a quarrel and thinks that thé other 
powers, notably her ally, would have some- 
thing to say on the subject, but admits that 
the official color fanatic element is a danger, 
and that undil it is educated or suppressed 
Mt is hardly to be expected the Japanese will 
feel much of a.sense of fraternity towards 
their white rivals in the Pacific. 

It is obvious, the paper declares, that Eng- 
land, as an ally, may) play a great part in 
moderating the resentment of the Japanese 
amd checking their unwise ambitions, and, 
above all, in helping Japan to achieve cordi&! 
recognition as a civilized power. If Japan 
feela she is frankly treated as an equal by 
the old powers, the Tribune concludes, the 
temptation to make herself feared where 
ghe is not respected may die in the isolation 
from which it sprang. , 

Looking to Roosevelt. 

The Standard thinks that President Roose- 
velt’s second thoughts on the San Francisco 
achool question, as revealed by his last mes- 
sage to congress, may prove the best. 

The Chronicle says: ‘ Let us hope that 
President Roosevelt, who seldom fails, will 
succeed -even here.”’

SCHMITZ QUITS DODGING 


ANNOUNCES HE IS READY FOR HIS 
TRIAL ON GRAFT CHARGES. 


San Francisco Mayor Suddenly De- 
cides to Cease Quibbling for Legal 
Delays—Rudolph Spreckels, Ques- 
tioned Concerning Street Railway 
Scheme, Says He Sought to Save 
City from Corporation Grasp—At- 
tempts te Attack Heney Checked. 


San Francisco, Cal, Dec. 18.—Mayor Bu- 
gene E. Schmitz announced in court today 
that he was through with delays and was 
ready for trial. This statement came ap- 
parently as a surprise to Abraham Ruef, 
who promptly leaned over and conferred in 
whispers with his attorneys. 

Rudolph Spreckels was again on the stand. 
Attorney Ach questioned him at length con- 
cerning a street car system that Spreckels 
and his father contemplated building. The 
witness stated that he considered building a 
road because, as a citizen of San Francisco, 
he objected i seeing the streets turned over 
to the United Railroads'or any other cor- 
poration or person. 

‘‘T wanted to prevent the city from giving 
away a valuable franchise,” said he. “ We 
planned to build an opposition system to 
block the scheme.”’ 


Try to Attack Heney. 


When the Schmitz end of the case arose, a 
movement similar to that made by Attorney 
Ach yesterday was made by Attorney J. C. 
Campbell on behalf of Mayor Schmitz. He 
desired, he said, to prove that Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Heney was guilty of improper 
conduct. On behalf of Schmitz he entered an 
exception to the ruling that the indictment 
could be attacked only on statutory grounds. 

Rudolph Spreckels was recalled to the 
stand and questioned further concerning his 
street railway plans.

PROBE REPUTED CONGO LOBBY, 
SENATOR PATTERSON’S DEMAND 


Coloradoam Introduces Resolution That 
Committee on Foreign Affairs Look 
Into New York Paper’s Charges. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 18.—Senator Pat- 
terson, in a resolution in the senate today, 
asked that the charges of a New York news- 
paper that a lobby had been sent to the 
United States congress to influence senators 
concerning Congo Free State legislation be 
investigated by the senate committee on for- 
eign relations.

ALARM MR. MABIE 


Lecturer at University Convo- 
cation Sees Peril for Amer- 
ican Commerce. 


SAYS REFORM IS NEEDED, 


Two Other Nations Pushing On 
to Leadership Among the 
World Powers. 


America soon must bow to Germany and 
Japan as world powers if a revolution is not 
effected in the methods of its commerce, 
Hamilton W. Mabie prophesied in an address 
on “ Works and Days” at the sixty-first 
comvocation of the University of Chicago, 
held yesterday in Mandel] hall. 

"Remember that the trained man com- 
mande the situation today and that the 
trained race will command the situation in 
the future,”’ Mr. Mable told the graduates. 
“ The race which combines science with in- 
ventiveness and ability to work will rule the 
world of the future. Unless we awake to thé 
fact that the business man of the future must 
take science as a partner we lose in the 
struggle. : 

“ Fifty years ago Germany was the school- 
master of the world. When the war with 
France came it was possible for Germany to 
sweep everything before it. After the war 
France sent some of its ablest mem to Ger- 
many to find out the secret of the German 
power. These men summed up their ob- 
servations in a phrase: ‘ It wasthe thinking 
bayonets that went to Paris.’ 


Germany and Japan Aggressive. 

“ There was a time when Englishmen and 
Americans regarded the Germans as a na- 
tion of idealists, but of ate years there has 
come an ominous change. During the last 
twenty years many young Dnglishmen who 
have gone to Japan, Caina, the East Indies, 
have written to London papers protesting 
that they are béing driven out by the Ger- 
mans. 

"Germany is sending out to the ends of 
the world young men thoroughly trained and 
prepared. The man who has four 
with which to aid him will drive out the 
man with only one language. 

“The Japanese for centuriés have been 
learning that every man is but a part of a 
larger organization, and the value of obe- 
dience and discipline. 

“ When Japan was opened to the world and 
the Japanese began to observe other ¢iv- 
ilizations they sent out their young men to 
study the scaools, the navies, the armies, 
the mercantile systems of other nations, and 
then chose from each its best features. 
Hence their extraordinary achievements and 
growing importance in the modern world. 
Fifty years from now it wil) make all the 
difference in the world ‘what attitude we 
take, and whether we train ourselves to meet 
tae Japanese and the Germans.” 


Gifts for Harper Library. 

Acting President Harry Pratt Judson, in 
his quarterly statement on the condition of 
the university, mad¢ no announcement of a 
gift from John D. Rockefeller, the founder. 
He reported the only gifts received since 
the last convocation were for the Harper 
memorial library, amounting to $18,785. This 
brings the total amount raised for the pro- 
posed building to $119,000. 

Dr. Judson presented possibilities for sev- 
eral large donations for new buildings. He 
said a building for the department of geology 
was necessary, as well as a structure for 
the classical departments. He referred also 
to thé need of buildings in @ separate quaid- 
rangle for the small colleges, similar to the 
system in vogue at Oxford.

HOT FIGHT IN FIGURES. 


J. Ham Lewis Contends for Cook

Springfield, Ill. Dec. 18—(Special ]—The 
@esessment squabble between the city of 
Chicago and the Pullman Palace Car com- 
pany was thrashedout before the state board 
The result was an im- 
mense quantity of straw, considerable chaff, 
but no wheat. 

The discussion left the board up in the air 
and on all sides it was declared tonight that 
thie je the last of the Pullman hearing. 

Of course, Col. J. Ham Lewis is still to be 
reckoned with. He made a speech to the 
board in which he practically threatened it 
with mendamus proceedings if it did not 
aseess the full value of the capital stock of 
the company. He talked of “ civic revolu- 
tions,”’ “anarchy,” and other things that 
would happen unless the board retracted its 


policy of only assessing 70 per cent of the | 


capital stock of corporations. 


Gist of Whole Matter. 

The gist of the matter is this: The Pull- 
man company in listing its property for as- 
sessment in Cook county filed the following 
achedule:

Preparatory to the public hearing on the 
proposed widening of Halsted street, set for 
tomorrow morning in the council] chamber, 
President George A. Schilling of the board 
of local improvements yesterday made pub- 
lic an engineer’s report on the condition of 
twenty-seven streets paralleling Halsted on 
the west, which he asks objectors to Halsted 
street widening to digest. The gist of the 
report is to the effect that Halsted street ia 
the only “through” street from north to 
south on the west eide and that the utiliza- 


tion of any street other than Halsted as the 


great “ through " thoroughfare is impractic- 


able. 

The r which was prepared by Assist- 
ant Engineer W..H. Dean, is considered tan- 
tamount to saying thet when the board re- 
considers its vote, it will repeat ita original 
action by voting for the widening of Hal- 
sted street. 

No Other Street Suitable. 

The principal suggestion of objectors has 
been to widen and cut through some street 
west of Halsted. The report says that of the 
twenty-seven streets examined there is not 
one which forms 4 continuous route from the 
northerm to the southern limits of the city 
as Halsted street does. 

Weéstern avenue is the only one which pre- 
sents anything like favorable conditions for, 
the purpose, according to the report, which 
covered the streets between Halsted street 
and Kedzieavenue. Two other routes consid- 
ered within the bounds of possibility are Ash- 
land avenue, diverted by partial use of Pau- 
lina street, and a route composed of the 
coupling of Union street with Desplaines 
street on the north and Union avenue on the 


south.

James F. Bowers of Lyon & Healy, presi- 
dent of the Loop Protective association, is the 
prime mover in the movement to oppose the 
State street boulevard scheme. He will calla 
meeting of his organization for some day this 
week and strong resolutions will be presented 
protesting against the increased traffic and 
congestion in Wabash avenue which would 
be caused by boulevarding State street.

Disputes Pullman Figures. 

When Assistant General Solicitor Fernald, 
for the Pullman company, presented the 
schedule already referred to, Mr. Richberg 
started the fireworks. He flatly disputed the 
statement that the Pullmans paid taxes in 
other states on a valuation of $116,344,810 
and showed by figures that the amount was 
only $11,000,000. 

Waxing sarcastic, Mr. Richberg declared 
that if the Pullman figures were to be be- 
Meved that company had been “ bunkoed ”’ 
into paying taxes on $34,000,000 worth of 
property it did not possess. He claimed that 
not only was the Pullman company treasury 
left without a dollar of assessable property 
as far aes lllinols was concerned but thatthe 
State and city of Chicago actually owes it 
money. 


Absurdity of the Figures. 

“Let us reduce these figures to their ab- 
gurdity,”’ he continued.

Northwestern, Burlington, and Illinois 
Central Will Provide Extra Service 
on: Night of Charity Event.

was willing to put down the rebellion by 
sending all his wife’s relations to the front. 

“State street and Clark street are about 
the only through streets we have in the loop 
district and they must be kept open to 
traffic. To close one of them would mean 
intolerable oongestion in all the other 
streets.”’ 

“The proposition of boulevarding State 
street is an impossibility,” said Ogden T. 
McClurg, secretary of A. C. McClurg & Co. 
“ The men who are trying to carry it through 
are waisting their time. They have tried for 
years to do the same thing with Fifth avenue 
in New York, but opposition is too strong. 
So will It be here.”’

Colored Candidate Files Peti 
tion for Recount in 111 
Precincts of City. 


CHARGES BIG VOTE LOSS. 


Alleges Ignorance of Election 
Official Caused Him to Lose 
His Bench. 


The question whether the Chicago Munici- 
pal courts are to haveya colored judge is 
not settled yet. Ferdinand L. Barnett, the 
republican candidate defeated by Thomas B. 
Lantry by a plurality of 304 votes, filed hps 
petition for a recount of the ballots yes- 
terday afternoon with the clerk of the County 
const a few minutes before the clésing of the 

e. 

A summons was iseved commanding Judge 
Lantry to appear before County Judge 
Rinaker in the January term, when the court 
will hear the case and decide the question 
of opening the ballot boxes fof a recount. 

Mr. Barnett, through his attorneys, Robert 
8S. Des and Edward Wright, charges that 
frau@ and ignorance operated to deprive 
him. of votee which would have been suffi- 
cient to elect him by nearly 8,000 plurality. 

Barnett Charges Wholesale Fraud. 

He charges that Judge Lantry was cred- 
ited with 3,000 votes which he did not re- 
celve and that his own interests were in- 
jured because “the judges and clerks re- 
fused to count a large number of ballots, but 
unlawfully, incorrectly, and fraudulently 
marked them ‘ defective.’ ” 

Specifications of these alleged frauds cover 
about fifty typewritten pages in the petition. 
In 111 precincts of the city it is alleged that 
a total of 1,428 votes which had been cast 
for Barnett were credited to Lantry, while 
808 which: had been cast for Barnett were 
marked defective. 

The largest of the alleged frauds are 
charged to the Ninth ward, where there was 
admittedly a remarkable manipulation of 
voters by the republican and democratic 
organizations. whether it extended to a 
manipulation of the votes or not.

MAN’S SKULL THIN AS PAPER. 


Slight Concussion, Caused by Fall, Re- 
sults in Death of Private Soldier 
at Fort Sheridan. 


After Private Bernard Dale of the Twenty- 
first battery had faflien unconscious with 
hemorrhage of the brain at Fort Sheridan 
yesterday the army surgeons found that his 
skull, in places but slightly thicker thap 
heavy writting paper, had been crushed in 
a slight fall three days before.

City to Control Subways.

Mayor’s Decision Causes Dismay. 
The mayor's decision to hold up the trac- 
tien settlement until the spring election, in 
order to give-the people an opportunity to 
vote upon the ordinance, has taken consider- 
ble energy out of those who have been work- 
overtime for weeks to make good service 
ible. As far ag can be learned there has 
no complaint against the proposed or- 
dinance, and there can be little doubt but that 
4t is favored on every hand, making the re- 

gult of such a vote apparent.

TAKE SHIPS MAKE MONEY. 


‘SEASON OF 1906 BREAKS RECORDS 
‘IN AMOUNT OF PROFITS. 


Despised Wooden Steamers Coming 
Into Their Own Again and Bring- 
ing Owners More for Carrying than 
They Would Have Sold For Three 
Years Ago—Large Part of Fleet Al- 
ready Under Charter for Ore Trade 
Next Season. 


Never before was so much money pald for 
carrying freight in lake vessels ‘as during 
the season just’ closed. A rough estimate 
places it at $61,000,000 for coal, iron ore, grain, 
and lumber. The profits to the vessels were 
perhaps the largest in the history of the 
lakes. In the olden days there were seasons 
when lake vessels made a larger percentage, 
but in those times the veseels were small. 

Careful computations based upon the earn- 


‘Ings of typical steamers show a net profit on 


steel ships of about 13 per cent. On wooden 
ships of between 8,000 and 3,500 tons capacity 
the profite have ranged as high ag 30 per 
cent, with an average of more than 25 per 
cent on their insurance valuation. 

The despised wooden steamers, which ves- 
sel men thought three years ago were no 


longer of any value, have eince paid in profits 


what they could have been sold for. 
The substantial profits of the large steel 
steamers have kept the shipyards busy. 


_Every berth for delivery in 1907 long since 
.was contracted for. 


Demand for Steel. Brings Riches. 


The cause of this’ great prosperity was the 
demand of the;country for-iron and steel. 
The total movement of tron ore for the sea- 
son wes 87,513,589 tons, ar increase of 4,036,- 
685 tones over 1908. 

Grain from Duluth moved.in a larger vol- 
ume than ever before. There was shipped 
from the head of Lake Superior 81,608,000 
bushels, as compared with 58,676,000 bushels 
in 1908. Chicago grain again showed 4 
marked falling off by lake, dropping from 
68,422,821 bushels in 1905 to 60,985,993 bushels 
last season. Rail shipments east bound in- 
creased from 91;886,472 bushels in 1905 to 
101,677,403 bushels in 1006. 

Many vesselmen‘ are of the opinion that 
the lakes will continue to lose in the Chi- 
cago grain trade until he completion of the 
1,000 ton barge canal from Buffalo to New 


York. . 
Coal Trade Falling Off. 

In soft coal about 2,000,000 tons more were 
sent out by lake in-1906 than fn 1905, but hard 
coal showed a, falling off-of nearly 100,000 

ns. There wae received here in 19065 960,250 
ons, but during last season the receipts were 
only 751,880 tone. This leaves Chicago short 
208,420 tons in its coal supply by lake. Mil- 
waukee’s coal trade gained 850,000 tons in 
soft coal alone. 

As an iron ore port, Duluth took the premier 
place in the world, with 11,220,218 tona 
shipped during the season. Chicago as a 're- 
ceiver of iron ore jumped from 8,324,820 in 
1905 to 4,284,882 tons in 1906, a gain of 960,012 
tons. .Waukegan, which has only recently 
been a real lake port, received 94,837 tons 
of coal. 

Although the season hase been unprecedent- 
ed tn traffic and profits, it.is bejjeved to be 
but a forerunner of & still greater commerce 
next year. Within. two weeks contracis coy- 
ering the larger part of the lake fleet for car- 
rying iron ore next season have been closed 
at last season’s rates. It is anticipated that 
more than 40,000,000 tons will be carried from 
the mines to the mills in 1907. 

With good crops in the west, another large 
increase in the movement of grain is also be- 
lieved to be certain, and the coal trade ass 
whole will show its usual gain. 

There will not be as much lumber, but the 
lumber boats promise to last as long aa the 
forests on Lake Superior: The decrease in 


lumber shipments this season was 16,000,000 | 
ect. 


OMAHA JUDGE BARS ATTORNEY 
FROM THE COAL TRUST CASE. 


May. k Permanent Disbarment of 
Lawyer Because of Alleged Unprofes 
sionalism in- the Courtroom. 


Omeha, Neb., Dec. 18.—[Special.)—Attor- 
ney W. J. Connell today was barred by Judge 
Sutton from further participation in the 
coal trust cages, and the court further an- 
nounced. he is carefully examining the evi- 
dence and may take steps to secure the dis- 
barment of.Connell from further practice 
in the courts of Nebraska. 

The action of Judge Sutton isithe sequel 
to the trial of 8. B.-Howell, the first of the 
fifty-six indicted coal dealers. Howell was 
convicted of violation of the anti-trust laws. 
During the trial Connell frequently was rep- 
rimanded by the court and on one occasion 
the jury wae taken from the room and Con- 
nell, after being severely lectured by Judge 
Sutton for attempting to prejudice the jury 
egainst him, apologized and retracted his 
thrice repeated charge that the judge wae 
assisting the prosecution. 

Connell, who was not in court when Judge 
Sutton made his chafges, said afterwards 
that the judge had maligned and attempted 
to intimidate Bim, but that he could do it 
no more.

High Prices Charged ‘by. Com pine | 
“Alleged to’ Eat-Up All 
Factory Profits. 


A bitter war which ultimately may have 


far reaching effects, on the manufacturing 


interests of the country was precipitated 
yesterday, when a number of farming ma- 
chinery companies openly declared their in- 
tention to fight against the “Arust ’’ prices 
and methods of the iron and steel combine 
of the United States. 

Their first move was to draft a petition 
appealing to President Roosevelt and con- 
gress to aid them in their efforts to obtain 
just treatment at the hands of the steel 
monopoly. 

The petition calls on the authorities at 
Washington to curb the power of the: trust 
and to make some new tariff provision which 
will break up the “ injurious” combine. 

It has been signed by prominent implement 
manufacturers throughout the country. 

The declaration of war is the outcome of 
a quiet meeting of the heads of farming 
machinery concerns, which was held a few 
days ago in this city. 

Curb for Trusts’ Power Urged. 

It was decided then that something must 
be done to curb the powers of the steel trust 
in order to save the smaller implement 
makers from ruin. It was the opinion of 
several of the men that the farming interests 
of thecountry were imperiled by the monopo- 
listio nature of the fron ‘and steel business 
According to thé petition to be sent in a few 
days to Washington the prices of iron and 
steel are so high at present that manu- 
facturers of farming tools unable te carry 
on their business. with pro 

William Fetzer of ee & Co. Middle- 
town, O., extensive manufacturers of. farm 
toole and machinery, ie a leader in the fight 
on the combine. 

“The present situation is so serious, ” he 
gaid, “‘ that we felt that the contingency de- 
manded bringing the matter directly before 
President Roosevelt. A number of prominent 
manufacturers are in the move to see what 
can be done to save the implement business 
from the clutches of the irgn and steel trust 
prices."’*

Lexington, Ky., Dec. 18.—Rules sweeping 
in their relation to turfmen, trainers, and 
jockeys were adopted here today by the state 
racing commission and the breeding bureau. 
Action was also taken which, it is believed, 
makes war impossible at any time in the 
future, se far as Kentucky is concerned, be- 
tween the American Turf association and tite 
Western Jockey club. . 

One rule is to the effect that any reputa- 
ble turfman, trainer, or jockey can secure a 
license to operate on any track in Kentucky. 
Another rule is that where an owner, trainer, 
or jockey is ruled off the turf in Kentucky he 
can appeal his case tothecommission. He ls 
assured of a fair pearing before a decision is 
rendered. 

Any reputable turf organization can socune 
a license to operate a track if the application 
for license is made thirty days before the 
contemplated opening day of such meeting.
